The family of Col. James Davis, way 
remarkable for longevity, as well as su. 
perior stature. The father died in 1749, 
age'd 83 ; his children, James, aged S3,— ! 
Thomas, aged 88 ; Samuel (in 1788) aged 
$9 ; Damtl, aged 65 ; ""Sarah, aged 91 } 

Hannah, aged 77 ; Elizabeth, aged 79 ; 

Ephiaim(i» 1791) aged 87 j Phebe, aged 
85 and the widow of Samuel, aged 102, 
•weie living in 1779. 

In Londonderry, the first planters lireij 
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on an average, to 60 yean, some to 90, 
laud mauy to 100. Among the last was 
William Scoby, who died at the age of 104, 
The two lastbeads of the sixteen fami- 
lies who began theplanting of that town, 
died in 1782, aged about 63 yeais each. 
They were both women. 

In Chester, James Wilson died in 1793, 
aged 100 years. James Shirty, in 1654, aged 
105, William Ctaige, and his wife, died 
in 1775, each aged 100 years.

NEW HAVEN, JULY 10. 

On the 4th of July, the citizens of 
Sew -Haven Were gratified with an ex- 
hibition, which, for novelty, utility, and 
patriotism, probably stands unrivalled 
in the lecordsof all preceding festivals 
on this memorable day. 

The farmers, shepheids, mechanics and 
manufacturer in Col. Humphrey's em- 
ploy, having beforehand solicited to be 
usefully occupied ou this day, he propos- 
ed a plowing match, &c. and had them 
assembled at his farm, in Yoikshiie quar- 
ter, about 3-4 of a mile from the state- 
bouse. Their emulation was manifested 
by the early hour of their appearauce on 
the ground.* 

At the dawn of day, in a field of 18 
acres, maikeil out into lands of one acre 
each, 14 ploughs started each in its own 
land, according to its number, each be- 
ing drawn by one pair of horses, oxen 
or myles. The other four lands were 
ploughed by the teams promiscuously, 
as they finished their own. The ani- 
mals, bred principally at the Humphiey- 
viHe establishment, Consisting of horses, 
oxen and chutes, were generally admiied 
for their beamy, in particular four srey 

* The colonel .{as is his usual custom) rose very 
«arly, and upon coming to the field, was astonished 
to find them all upon the ground , and very plea- 
santly observed, that though he was an old soldier, 
«bef had ttus morning, stolen a march of turn. 



cplts from the stock of Col. H's elegant 
Arabian horse Ranger. The land No. 
7, wa,s finished ploughing before 9 o'- 
clock f Tbe teams, passing and lepas- 
sing each other m quick succession, pre- 
sented the most animated picture of the 
kind we evtr witnessed. Whilst this 
was performing in one field, the axemen 
and paipenteis were felling, hewing ard. 
fiaming timHtr in another, for a shep- 
heirl's lodge, which was ready to be rais- 
ed before noon. His tlothieis, paper- 
makers, cloth and stocking weavets,.had 
dming thispioccss, prepaied the boauis 
and other covering, which was put oi» 
by the appiopnate aitificers, with grcaf 
dispatch, the painters instantly follow- 
ing them with their brushes. At given 
signals the woik people ceased from their 
labours, and refreshed themselves from a 
neigbbouiing booth, erected and furnish- 
ed for the purpose. In the vicinity of 
the booth a' spot win cleaied bv the sur- 
plus hands foi a sheep walk (to protei t 
them against Winter stoiins) of about 
100 feet in length — mider this bower a 
table was laid for 152 persons. The din- 
ner was pnncipally prepared hot on tho 
giouud, by means of a pgitable Rum. 
foid kitcben.J What added much to 
the beauty of the general seeneiy was 
the appearance of numerous Menno and 
other sheep, interspeised amongst the 
ploughmen. This flock had been brought 
from Humphreysville to eat the glass be- 
foteitwas destroyed by the ploughs. A- 
bont 40 apprentices of the Humphievsvil- 
le factory, ditssed in neat and comelv a- 
nifoim.wcie employed in collecting ma- 
terials foi muiiuit and other agricultural 
operations. It ought to he remembered, 
that although many ot these childien be- 
long to respectable families, yet some of 
them have been rescued horn the most un- 
foitimate situations All were busv 
without bustle ; each at his station, co- 
operating without noise, as if animated 
with the same spirit. Befoie half past 
three o'clock, all tbe piocesses of plough- 
ing, building, painting, &c. weie complet- 
ed—the ploughing had been finished in <« 
very skilful manner 2 hours before this 
time. At the sound of the horn, the work 
people and a niimoer of very respectable 
farmers re-assembled at the booth, and 
refreshed themselves with a variety of

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excellent distilled and fermented liquors. 
Thence they were invited to sit at tbt ta- 
bic, which was well furnished with Mei mo 
mutton, beef, hams, poultry, puddings, 
&e. the produce of hisfaims. The pio. 
pi letor did the honours? of the table: and 
*he following sentiment alone was gnen 
after dinner : " Independeme — Deeds, not 
wolds — Let those who wish to appear to 
Jove their country, prove it by actions 
lather than t>y toasts -rtld declamations." 
Altei dinner the concourse dispeised, 
much pleased with this new and rational 
mode of celebiatiog the anmveisary of 
independence, and highly del ghted with 
the perfect propr ely of conduct oj all present.

PENAL LAWS. 

Most people are ready to confess, 
tint the punishment of death is too 
severe tor many crimes, which yet 
ought not to be let go unpunished. 
Prosecutors and Jurors feel the force 
of this objection, when a case is di- 
rectly biought, home to them, and 
many a guilty person escapes from 
the unwillingness of prosecutors to 
proceed to the utmost rigyur or of 
Jurojs to convict, when the punish- 
ment is,m their view, dispropoition- 
ed to the offence. Qffendeis would 
not thus* escape, if the laws were less- 
severe, and more convictions would 
take place, teudwg most materially 
to the prevention of crimes. Offend- 
ers calculate on the chances of es- 
cape, which are greafly multiplied by 
the severity of the law, and the 
consequent laxness with which it is 
executed Most writers on jurispru- 
dence agree, that too gieat seventy 
of punishment,, exceeding the bound* 
that the common sense of mankind 
affixes to the transgiession, tends to 
make the law to be loosely executed ; 
and fiom the uncertainty of pu- 
nishment a greater facility is given 
for the commission of crimes, 
while, on the contrary, mild laws 
strictly executed, bid fair to lessen 
the occasions for punishment. in. 
America, the mild system ,of tnoder- 
ale punishments strictly inflicted, ba» 
happily been tried, anu fouad to pro- 
uce iewe+ Giiminals. 
dMany people are, however, willing 
to siiVe an indolent assejit to ohviou* 
truths, w Iiq yet are indisposed to laJte 
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much trouble in contributing their 
share to the removal of Selects; and 
it is found difficult to interest them 
in a cause of which they admit the 
propriety, it remains to be seen 
whether the call of the Association 
of Bleachers will have the effect of 
rousing general attention to the sup 
posed subject of petitioning parlia- 
ment, to change the puivshment of 
death for robbing . bleach greens into 
transportation for lite. The owners of 
linen and cotton greens in the neigh- 
bourhood of Belfast have been invit- 
e.l to mett on the y<h ot next month ; 
and it is earnestly wished, that they 
may attend to the call, and manifest 
by their presence on the occasion, 
that they are interested on tlie sub 
ject, which is not only a question of 
Humanity, but of sound policy, as 
promoting a measure, which, by pro- 
viding adequate punishment, is like- 
ly to lessen the number of daring 
attempts, so frequently and so suc- 
cessfully made on oleach greens, nut- 
withstanding the severity of the pun- 
ishment awarded. There is little or 
no probability, that crimes will be 
multiplied by a change ot the pun- 
ishment ; and huinauily and policy 



loudly call for a change, if only by- 
way of trial, to be m.ide. 

It is hoped, that bleachers in other 
districts, will also hold meetings in 
their respective neighbourhoods, for 
the purpo-e of co-operation, that a 
number of petitions may be sent for- 
ward from different quarters to parlia- 
ment shortly after its meeting. Ap- 
plied! ions from those, who are so 
immediately inteiested in the security 
ot their property^ and who, when tin y 
act on the side of mercy, may s be 
piesumed to be the most proper 
judges of tne degree of punishment 
bess calculated to prevent depredations, 
cannot tail to make an impres- 
sion on the legislature; and if 
nothing more can be effected at pre 
sent, prepare the way at least for a 
change at a future period, which the 
fric.ius to philanthropy hope may not 
be at a distance. I because of justice 
and reason seldom fails in time to 
make its way, if its advocates perse- 
vere with paiience and firmness ; and 
it may be allowed to hepe, that tie 
abolition of all undue severity in punisii- 
ing may in the end prove as success- 
ful as the abolition of the detested 
slave-trade. A Bleacher,

The poor, in pellicular, have sustained a 
loss, in all probability irreparable ; fur 
though they may be supplied with pro- 
fessional ability, they wiil not readily 
meet the same constant easiness of ac- 
cess, ami tender attention to their com- 
plaints. The gnat number of all ranks 
who ntteiiM-d Hie funeral the whole way 
from O.^vupatick to Rally haihert, at this 
busy season, tht proiouud silence, and 
the dejection visible on every counte- 
nance, testify more strongly than any 
words can do, the iiighist estimation in 
which he iv is held, and the regret oc- 
casioned by his untimely removal.
